of tho Margaret Eaton School of Literature and Expression. 
Prasident Burwash, Mrs. Eaton, Ladies and Gentlemen: - 

To form a true estimate of the work as it now is, through 
its development and progress since the opening in January 1907, is a 
difficult task to one within the working oirclo of the school and oven 
more difficult to an outsider. Tree, we have statistics, hut they 
do not give us any idea of relative values and as this is a school primarily 
for development, its progress and the value of its training can only be 
determined by time. 

Our statistics show that in October of the year 1907, when we began 
the work of the new sohool in tho schoolroom of the Baptist Church just 
over the way, the majority of the new day pupils were seeking training 
for the stage. Of the dramatic department of this school, cradled 

in a ohuroh, and of those its students, I oould write and say rauoh. That 
some of them did not understand us nor our work is shown by their report 
of our cauao. It is gratifying to note how the personnel of the school 
has changed since then. In that first year of 1906 - 1907, one hundred 
and twenty-two students were registered in the different departments of 
the school's activities and tho receipts of the sohool for that year 
amounted to $ 3,529.75. 

In the year 1907 - 1908 we were again besieged by stage-struck 
students and it was a discouraging experience to find students turning 

a/a y from our doors when we outlined our courses of study, instruction 
which had to do first with the education of the individual before that 




individual would be in a position to give anything to the world from 
stage or platform. During that year our registration was one hundred and 
sixty pupils and our reoeipts totalled # 3, 387.02. 

In 1908 - 1909 the work was not only better organized but was 
becoming better known and we found students ooming to inquire about 
the educational courses outlined in our calendar. Mothers came to 
inquire for individual instruction and residence life in a school that 
stood for development of the individual and that year we registered 
students for English Literature, German, French, Physioal Culture, Voice 
Culture and Household Science to the number of one hundred and sixty one. 

In that same year we raised the educational standard to matriculation 
for those wanting teachers* training. i*he receipts were § 3,647.76 

1909 - 1910 ushered in a new olass of students, girls from the 
colleges of oue own city who wanted specialists' training, some with 
matriculation to take a toaoher's course, and some needing individual 
training that could not be obtained jn other colleges. in the year 
1909 - 1910 we registered two hundred and one students and increased 
our revenue to $ 4,077.21, but Mrs. Eaton and our Directors generously 
increased our teachers' salaries thereby increasing the loss to Mrs. Eaton's 
account to $ 1,573.63. 

Last year 1910 - 1911 brought us most desirable students, earnest 
intelligent girls who believe in themselves and are proving that they 
are willing to work. The report of our official auditor is gratifying, 
showing that the registration has increased to two hundred and sixty 
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and the reoeipta of the year to $ 5,824.26, thereby reduoing the loss 
to $ 682.64. 

In review of the work, we believe that our students are our great- 
est advertising medium, for in answer to the question "How did you find 
our school?", we invariably hear: "One of my friends told me of it". 

Our graduate students are holding responsible positions in colleges and 
other educational institutions and command salaries ranging from seven 
hundred to fifteon hundred a year. 

There is a growing interest in the school* Letters of inquiry 
and requests for calendars oorne from all over the Dominion and even 
from India. This summer numbers of letters and cards have come from 
the North West. Our handicap is that we have not a residence. These 
out-of-town letters are all asking: "Can I place my daughter in a resid- 
ence connected with your school?" What is your advice in this 

matter? Would it be possible to take a house and begin in a very simple 
way? Mrs. Burwaeh who has had experience in this work can give us 
valuable information regarding the financial outlook of such a hdime. 

We need the enclosed list of bookB to successfully carry on the 
work of the school. Hrs. Aikens who has charge of the History depart- 
ment is working with Professor Wrong on a History outline which includes 
a library course with the list of books enolosed. Her work this year 
will be augmented because of the individual work in Composition and 
Rhetoric. 1 therefore ask that she be given the sum of one hundred 
dollars for sixty lectures and the balance of forty periods to be given 
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to individual instruction and library work for individual students . 

Fraulein Nothnagel has asked for leave of absence dueing the season 
1911 - 1912. We have found Fraulein Kittelmann to be a very good 
teacher and, with your consent, would assign her the work done by 
Fraulein Hothnagel at $ 1.60 per lecture. 

I have now ready for the printer a compilation of Classics to 
take the plaoe of Dr. ^urry’B compilation which we Lave been using 
in our sohool. V.'e should be able to place these books in the hands 
of our students for much less money than that charged by the Expression 
Company of Boston, if we could have them printed here. What is your 
advico?
